Our favourite Camberwell comedian takes a trip to Venice 
and falls under the Queen of the Adriatic’s spell 


T here are some things in life that never let you 
down - a good, freshly laundered white shirt, 
a bacon sandwich and Venice are three that 
spring to mind. Obviously the most exotic of 
these is Venice, and thanks to a rare work-related 
freebie, I am recently returned from Italy where the 
Old Man and I had a day to mooch around the 
Queen of the Adriatic. She really is a knock out. 

Venice is the architectural equivalent of Kate 
Moss - it’s impossible to take a bad photo of the 
place and while she might be up to her knees in 
floodwater, she whiffs not of damp but of expensive 
leather handbags with top notes of Grappa.

South Londoners can get a great art fix closer to 
home this month with Tracey Emin’s The Last Great 
Adventure is You at the White Cube in Bermondsey, 
running now until 16 November. Ok, so it may not 
be the Venice Guggenheim, but you can walk from 
Borough without getting your feet wet. 

Back on dry land in London, I was troubled by a 
massively inflamed wasp sting under my left arm. A 
red patch of infection was visibly 
spreading before my very eyes, 
but it was 9am on a Saturday 
morning and I didn’t want to 
bother Kings.

We opened in 2009. I’ve always lived 
in Heme Hill and we’ve really enjoyed 
growing our business here.

When and why did you decide to set up in Herne Hill? 

We opened on 6 November last year. I’ve lived in Heme Hill 
for 20 years and I’ve seen the area change over the years. Me 
and my husband Neil were made redundant within six weeks of 
each, just other after we’d had our second daughter, but we’d 
been planning to open a shop for years, so while we were a bit 
panicked, it did give us the opportunity to go for it. 

Why a butcher and larder? 

We both have retail management backgrounds, Neil managed 
Planet Organic in Westbourne Grove, which had a butchery 
counter, and from there the idea was born. People don’t tend to 
shop locally for their tins of beans or cereal. But they will for 
quality meat and then we have loads of other nice things that 
go with it too. There are great lunch and coffee places in 
Herne Hill, but not many places where you can buy dinner 
ingredients. You can get your fruit and veg from The Fmit 
Garden around the comer and Grant does a great job, which is 
why we only do a small selection of organic veg. We try to 
complement and work alongside other local businesses - we 
stock bread from Blackbird Bakery, for example. 



What would you recommend people try this Christmas? 

The classics are always the best! Turkey, rib roasts, multi-bird 
roasts, gammons, panettones, mince pies, would all make it onto 
my Christmas list. We also have lots of great new products 
throughout the year, so this month we’ve got beetroot ketchup, 
Heme Hill honey, almond butter and pomegranate molasses 
(which is really hard to find!).

KNOW YOUR LIGHTING 

There are three main types of lighting: 
ambient, which is the general lighting of 
a room and which sets the background 
(this could be from a chandelier and 
some table lamps, or an arrangement of 
down lights and wall lights); you then 
add in the task lighting, such as a 
reading lamp by a sofa, under-cabinet 
lights in a kitchen or wall lights in the 
bathroom; finally, you create the mood 
by dimming the ambient lighting and 
bringing up your feature lighting - such 
as a picture light to draw attention to a 
specific painting.

LOOK AT YOUR LAYOUT 

When planning a lighting scheme, the 
first thing to look at is the furniture 
layout as that shows how the room is 
going to be used. From there I can see 
where the table lights will go and if there 
are any key pictures that should be lit. 
Sometimes, in a large room, sofas are 
placed in the middle of the space, so it is 
worth putting in some floor sockets, 
otherwise you either end up with lighting 
all around the perimeter of the room and 
an emptiness in the centre, or flexes 
trailing everywhere. 




LIGHT UP YOUR WALLS 

When you walk into a room, you look at 
the walls, not the ceiling, so think about 
how you are going to light them - 
whether with up-lights or picture lights 
or wall lights. People often focus on the 
pendant and forget about the walls and 
then wonder why the room doesn’t feel 
right. Avoid down-lights directly above 
people’s heads. >

TOM PARKER BOWLES 



Raising a glass to London’s fabulous watering holes, 
whether you’re after a classic cocktail or bar hijinks 


L ondon Cocktail Week. No, not an excuse to 
bunk off work and hole up in some over lit 
chain bar, pouring filthy pina coladas down 
one’s throat. Rather a celebration of the 
craft of the cocktail at the start of October, an art 
every bit as creative and thrilling as cooking itself. 
London has some of the most exciting bars in the 
world. Not just the imbibable equivalents of The Fat 
Duck, where drinkable boundaries are constantly 
being infused with rare breed bitters, before forced 
through rotary evaporators and sous vide machines. 
But also the great old-fashioned places, where 
classic cocktails are treated with the 
greatest of respect. 

Let’s start at the beginning with 
the Martini, the alpha and omega of 
the cocktail world. So many ersatz 
imposters, served in huge glasses, 
with all sorts of strange and 
inappropriate additions. No, what I 
want is good gin (I like Sipsmith), 
the merest whisper of vermouth, 
and the sort of viscous consistency 
that only comes from frozen spirits and frozen glass. 
And remember, they should be stirred, not shaken. 
Bond got that one very wrong. At Duke’s Hotel, 
the Martini cart is a work of quaffable art. They 
mix at the table. 

If you’re after proper cocktails, made with fresh 
ingredients, by folk who call themselves ‘barmen’ 
rather than mixologists, then you can never go 
wrong with the upstairs bar at Quo Vadis. And, 
not so far away, the ever-brilliant Milk & Honey. 
Mark’s Bar at Hix Soho makes up the third of my 
perfect Soho triumvirate of cocktail classic makers. 

For a more modern take on this fine art, then go 
north to Tony Conigliaro’s excellent 69 Colebrooke 
Row, a place that manages to be achingly on trend 
without ever being naff or pretentious. Tramping 
east, you can’t miss Callooh Callay, a Shoreditch

classic. Drinks are lovingly mixed 
and, upstairs, there’s a serious winter 
cocktail list too. A mere wobble 
away is The Worship Street 
Whistling Shop, which is equally 
brilliant, and often quite bonkers. 
Peanut butter and jam is one of the 
more out-there ingredients. And 
don’t miss the Mayor of Scaredy 
Cat Town, a supposedly secret 
speakeasy beneath The Breakfast 
Club in Spitalfields. Standards at all three are 
exceptionally high. 

The South is well stocked with decent bars too, 
with the long established Lost Society in Clapham, 
and its siblings, Citizen Smith in Putney and The 
Lost Angel in Battersea. At the weekends, they can 
get riotous, but the cocktails are very respectable. 

As they are at Powder Keg Diplomacy in Battersea. 
Great name, great drinks too. 

The Portobello Star in Notting Hill mixes some 
classy cocktails, and The Rum Kitchen sure knows 
its, yup, rum. While The Lonsdale is still keeping 
standards high. A proper cocktail bar. Cheers, 
bottoms up and chin chin.

H ow the time flies. 

Just over a year ago 
we were all getting 
excited over talk of 
David Beckham and Gordon 
Ramsay opening a restaurant 
together in south London. 

Sadly it didn’t work out and 
Gordon went it alone, but hey, 
he knows a thing or two about 
restaurants. And so became 
Union Street Cafe, which celebrated its first 
birthday in September. 

The menu here is very Italian, and drops a fair 
bit of the native tongue. Fortunately, many of the 
staff are Italian too and know the dishes inside 
out, should you have any questions. We decided 
to take the advice of our waiter and order some 
arancini alia pizzailo - irresistible little fried balls 
of rice with mozzarella and tomato sauce - as an 
‘aperitivi’, followed by a couple of antipasti 
dishes, a ‘primi’ pasta dish to share and a 
‘secondi’ each. The antipasti were so delicious 
I’d be tempted to approach the menu as a tapas 
kind of affair and skip the bigger courses 
altogether. We dissolved over the stracciatella 
d’Andria with aubergine, oregano and coffee. 

Stracciatella is a kind of soft curd cheese that is used to make 
burrata (a buttery cheese enclosed in a bag of mozzarella). 
Served with lashings of olive oil and a touch of smoky

aubgerine and rich coffee, it’s 
utterly delicious. We also tried 
the delicate courgette flower 
fritte, stuffed with ricotta and 
served with bresaola. 

The primi, tagliolini with 
gurnard (a fleshy white fish) 
and bell peppers, bolstered with Calabrian ‘nduja 
(a spicy, spreadable pork sausage) was also very 
good, but I found the secondi far more exciting: 
first up, mackerel, pan-fried and spread with an 
olive paste on a bed of bell peppers and Welsh 
mussels, and then octopus ai ferri (boiled in a 
sealed bag then lightly grilled) with borlotti beans, 
datterini tomatoes, capers and ricotta. Fantastic. 

It was quite the parade of fine, perfectly 
balanced textures and flavours, and dessert was 
certainly not necessary, but our waitress 
recommended the Budino al cioccolato and 
amaretti - a chocolate pudding that has the sheen 
of a panna cotta and is somehow both rich and 
light. I highly recommend it. And if all that isn’t 
reason enough to visit, the newly launched 
Sunday brunches with unlimited Prosecco surely is...

ISLAND LIFE 

The Caribbean island of St Lucia is relaxed, friendly and full 
of natural wonders. And its gastronomic scene is on the up...

S t Lucia is, as you would expect. 

exotic and beautiful. But it’s also 
a place that will grant you 
unforgetable experiences without 
really trying. A hummingbird, deftly 
hovering about the plants early in a 
morning, naked fishermen stalking their 
prey on a rock at dawn, taxi drivers who 
are so proud of their country that they will 
pull over at the side of the road to fill you 
in on the intricacies of banana cultivation. 
You can also wander about inside a 
volcano, bathe in its mineral-rich muds, 
snorkel and paddleboard to your heart’s 
content, and even have a fine Caribbean 
feast prepared for you by a Welsh 
Rastafarian in your own luxury villa. 


Well, that last one is the reserve of 
guests at Cap Maison, a beautiful, lush 
resort near Gros Islet to the north of the 
island. Executive Chef Craig Jones - the 
Welsh Rasta who was perhaps destined 
to end up in the Caribbean - is friendly, 
chatty and very humble 
in his work. Despite 
earning the title of St 
Lucian Chef of the Year 
and receiving a AAA 
Four Diamond Award 
(he has also worked at 
the famed Michelin- 
two star restaurant, Le Manoir aux Quat’ 
Saisons, under Raymond Blanc), he still 
hits the kitchen in his blue apron, because 
he is ‘always learning’. 
His French West Indian- 
inspired menu takes its 
lead from his ‘locavore’ 
philosophy, that is, 
sourcing food as locally 
as possible. He’ll even 
take you on a trip to the 
food market in the 
nearby town of Castries 
if you’re keen to learn 
more about the local 
cuisine. Here you can 
immerse yourself in 
exotic fruit and veg, 


bottles filled with herbs and spices that 
will infuse your rum beautifully, 
homemade hot sauces, coconut oil, 
colourful little bags of safron, cumin and 
tumeric, and even a little friendly banter 
with the locals. Combine your shopping 
trip with a private 
cooking class, where 
Craig will guide you 
through dishes like his 
delectable jerk lobster 
with pumpkin, mango 
and fennel salad. 

But hey, it’s hot 
out there, so you may wish to keep well 
away from the kitchen and instead dine 
at one of the resort’s many coveted 
hotspots. For a relaxed Caribbean beach 
bar experience, head down to Smugglers 
Cove, the secluded beach adjacent to the 
hotel (none of St Lucia’s beaches are 
private, but here it’s as good as), and 
enjoy the sea breeze down at the recently 
opened The Naked Fisherman. Named 
for the aforementioned locals who often 
fish naked off the rocks - we’re not sure 
why, but I suppose it saves on laundry - 
this place offers simply prepared grilled 
food and salads with flair - crispy 
calamari with chilli salsa, grilled island 
catch, pumpkin and coconut curry, 

Wagyu burgers, seafood platters... Try the

For a more formal dining experience, 
The Cliff at Cap restaurant was hailed by 
The New York Times as one of the most 
highly sought after tables on the island. 

It offers spectacular views over the ocean 
towards Martinique, which twinkles at 
dusk, and offers up sunsets to end all 
sunsets. Savour creations such as butter- 
poached lobster with mascarpone 
enriched gnocchi, roulade of jerk chicken 
breast with caramelised plantain and 
passion fruit souffle. 

You should also treat yourself to the 
sight of the Pitons - the island’s famous 
mountainous volcanic plugs. The hotel 
can arrange a boat trip with a gourmet 
picnic (the highlight of which is the tuna 
poke -poh-kay - a Hawaiian-Asian dish 
of deliciousness with tuna sashimi, soy 


sauce, ginger and 
seaweed) and the chance 
to snorkel in a quiet bay.

Child’s play 

Sally Donaldson, Head of the Kindergarten at DUCKS, 
on the benefits of a play-based curriculmn 



W hy is a curriculum based on play 
valuable? This is a question I am 
often asked and one I have 
reflected on in respect of the 
Early Years Foundation Stage (EYFS). Play is a 
vital part of all children's lives; indeed children 
will play with anything they find around them. 


Play is a child’s work 

Jean Piaget a Swiss development psychologist 
said 'play is a child's work', but to many it can 
appear to be a frivolous activity. There is, 
however, a large research base spanning the 
last century examining how play supports 
children's learning across the curriculum, so 
why do we place such little value on it 
compared with formal teaching? The will to 
'play and explore' is innate and enables 
children to become 'active learners', as well as 
providing them with the ability to 'create and 
think critically'. These three key phrases are 
used to define effective learning in the EYFS. 
Play is important and even more so when it is 
born out of an interest shown by children 
themselves. This does not mean that toys and 
equipment are randomly chosen - the 
provision of play materials is backed up by 
close observation from adults. In the early 
years, a wide range of activities support 
children's learning including sensory play and 
creative opportunities, and later in the 
curriculum, play is a valuable tool to help 
children consolidate their learning. 
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The Duplo experiment 

By way of illustration, I share the following 
observation of children playing with Duplo. 

Three children choose to play with the 
Duplo. Their first task is to take the Duplo boxes 
from the shelves, these shelves are low and so 
easily accessible but the boxes are full and 
require a degree of cooperation and physical 
strength to move the box to where they want 
to play with it. They naturally choose an area 
of the room that gives them space and does 
not obstruct other parts of the room. 

Now that they have the equipment and 
space to use the Duplo, 
they begin to build. The 
structures they build are 
different - one is low and 
sprawling, another becomes 
increasingly tall, and the 
third has a detailed 
symmetry to it. While they 
build the children are 
talking, and so a running 
commentary accompanies 
the construction. Each 
building is given a name, which represents 
something and is a precursor to literacy. As 
they build, each of the children works out how 
to ensure their structure is strong and sturdy. 
None of them wants their constructions to 
collapse, but when this inevitably happens 
they start rebuilding, showing persistence. 

The children are using their fine motor skills, 
developing the muscles in their fingers, ready 
for holding pens and pencils. At this point, the 
structures are developing into what look like 
houses and on close observation by the adult 
this is confirmed: 'I am building my house, 
it is tall,'; 'Mine is next to yours/; 'I've got all 
blue bricks, they are all fixed together.' 


Areas of learning 

Already in this short observation of play, we 
can see evidence of the prime areas of 
learning: personal, social and emotional 
development; communication and language 
and physical development; and an early 
knowledge of numbers, shape and space. 
These children are two and three years old 
and they are playing. This play is, however, 
showing us what they know and understand 
and enables us to plan and extend this 
learning further. Adults can now provide 
extended vocabulary, further opportunities to 
count, supplying paper and 
pens to enable recording of 
what they are doing. With 
the provision of written 
numbers, rulers, measuring 
tapes and cameras, 
learning will be extended 
yet further. The addition of a 
camera provides an 
opportunity for using 
technology, downloading 
and printing photographs 
onto a PC, preserving an image of the model 
to share with parents and keep as a record 
of achievement. 

Play is a child's work and work is important. 
Through this work, children become engaged, 
motivated and think things through, and surely 
this is how we would wish all of our children's 
education to begin because with the skills 
described here, the 3Rs - reading, writing and 
arithmetic - will be a great deal easier to 
acquire and sustain.
